That is the reason William Al­ 
ter. president of a Chicago realty j 
firm, made a survey of 1,000 home 
buyers. He wanted to know how 
they went about finding the house 
of their dreams and if later they j 
figured they made a good pur­ 
chase. 
He found that 37 per cent felt 
they could have made a bettei 
deal. 
Alter says the important factor 
in house buying is look before you 
leap. 
When you get tired of the looking 
bargaining and deciding, you arr 
apt to rush in where apartment 
dwellers fear to tread. 
“ Too many buyers 
made the 
major decision at a time when 
they were simply too tiled to look 
any further,” Alter said.
